Charging 


Re-registration of borrowers 
and changing of the system of 
charging books at the Upland pub- 
lic library will be started follow- 


ing New Years, according to a 
statement made by Mrs. ¥F. H. 
Manker, librarian. 

An identification card, with a} 
number on it, will be issued to 


each borrower. This card will be! 
the personal property of the bor- 
rower and cannot be left at the 
library on file as the present bor- 
rowers’ cards are. Under the new 
ruling, no books will be issued 
without the identification card. 
This will be rather hard on the 
borrower for a while until he be- 
comes used to the new way. This 
also will save the assistant’s time 
for all cards left at the hbrary 
ihave to be filed and then later 
looked up for the borrower when 
books are taken out. 

The charging system of books 
will be called the “self-charging 


system.” The borrower selects 
his books, as he now does, and 
then will seat himself at a tabie
